go in alone.’’ While by far the commercial 
or private displays at hamfests are 100 
percent honest in their dealings, there is 
the inevitable 1 percent or less who are 
there to make a fast buck at any cost + 
usually yours. Take an experienced 
amateur along. He’ll steer you clear of the 
deceptive operations. Particularly when 
considering purchasing any type of 
equipment, the experienced operator can 
generally look at your requirements ob- 
jectively and let you know what you do 
need most. In light of all the drastic 
deregulation and reregulation which has 
occurred in the last couple of years, a lot of 
quite useable but limiting equipment is 
making its appearance at the swap areas. 
While some of this gear may appear in 
mint condition, it would be about as useful 
to you as a rubber crutch (not to be con- 
fused with rubber duckie). 

Another thing an experienced operator 
can let you know about is what programs 
may be of interest to you. You know 
hamfests have more than that swap shop. 
Come on now, how many novices out there 
know what a QCWA open house is. Or why 
everybody makes such a fuss about MARS 
and all the other planets are all ‘but 
forgotten. Or how about NTS Traffic 
Forum. If our novice needs a driver 

. education discussion, there is always one 
available at his high school or local police 
department. All of this is confusing and 
there’s more like it. Here’s a real bummer 
for our newly licensed amateur: what’s a 
“Hamfest ends — see you next year’’ and 
what room is it in? 

Novices — go to hamfests. They are a 
great experience and a lot of fun for all.

On August 21, 22 and 23, 1975, 
the South Eastern Shrine 
Association (SESA) held their 
annual meeting in Orlando,

were up to 20 miles from the 
‘parade, and on command would 
move out to the starting area 
based on communications 
relayed by the “‘HAM”’ assigned 
to that temple’s Pontentate. 
The parade started at 1:00 P.M. 
and was completed at 6:00 P.M. 

This was the first 
time in the 50 year history of the

LICENSE TAGS FOR 
MARS MEMBERS 


Up until last month it was 
impossivle for an Army, Navy 
or Air Force MARS member to 
obtain his license tag in Florida 
with his MARS call sign on it. 
- All good things come to him 
who works for it. This is exactly 
what Art Granthum W4MBJ 
(AFW4MBJ) of Jacksonville 
did. With the help. of 
Representative Hazouri, Art 
was able to get HB-374 amended 
to allow all MARS members to 
apply for an auto tag (like the 
Florida amateurs) with his or 
her MARS call sign thereon, for 
only one additional dollar. 

Here is how HB-374 reads, in 
part ... Section 1. Subsection 
(1) of section 320.083, F.S., is 
amended to read: 320-083, 
amateur radio operators; 
special tags; fee. — (1) Owners 
of motor vehicles who are 
residents of the state, and who 
hold an unrevoked and unex- 
pired official amateur radio 
station license issued by the 
Federal Communications 
Commission, upon application, 
accompanied by proof of 
ownership of such amateur 
radio station license, complying 
with the state motor vehicle 


license plate . 


laws relating to registration and 
licensing of motor vehicles, and 
upon the payment of the regular 
license fee for tags, as 
prescribed under s. 320.08, and 
the payment of an additionalfee 
of $1.00, shall be issued a license 
plate, as prescribed by s.

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IMPROVED POOR MAN’S T-R SWITCH 
By Dick Blasco WA2GUC-4 
Technical Editor 
Presented here is an\improved version of the Poor Man’s T-R 
Switch which I first described in SKIP several years ago. The 
original version was very simple, but left something to be desired 


in receive signal loss, especially on 80 meters. Maximum tran- 


smitter power output was only 100 watts for the original version. 

The new circuit adds a bandswitched PI-network to provide 
tuning and impedance matching for the receiver input. The 
capacitor from the transmission line to the clamp diodes is also 
switched, to provide optimum values for each band. The new cir- 
cuit can handle transmitter output power to the legal limit (up to 
2000 W peak). 


The unit uses inexpensive components. The input clamp diodes | 


are HEP-170s (readily available), or any 1.0-Ampere silicon rec- 
tifiers in small-diameter axial cases. Coil L1 is close-wound on a 4% 
inch diameter wooden dowel and is tapped as shown in the figure. 
S1is a double-pole ceramic rotary switch. The capacitors should be 
good quality ceramic or mica units with voltage ratings of at least 
1000-volts. The circuit is housed in a small minibox. 


During receive, the diode capacitances, series capacitors, the 


coil, and the 470-pf capacitor form a PI-network to provide 
maximum receiver signal on each band. Impedance matching toa 
50-ohm receiver is good on 10 Meters, and degrades to 80 Meters, 
where maximum signal is less important. Circuit Q is roughly 2.5 
on all bands, making circuit values non-critical and tuning very 
broad. 


On transmit the clamp diodes conduct, which untunes the mat- ' 


ching network. The input capacitors limit peak current in the HEP- 
170s. The coil and pilot lamp limit current in the 1N34A diodes. The 
1N34As clamp the receiver input voltage to roughly 0.3 Volts peak. 

This circuit has been used on several Field Days, and was tested 
in the FLORIDA SKIP laboratory (Andy’s shack). Peak voltage 
across the HEP-170s is 3.0 Volts, measured with a wide-band 
oscilloscope. SWR introduced by the TR switch is less than 1.6 to 1 
on 10 Meters and less than 1.3 to 1 on 80 Meters. Receive signal loss 
on all bands is low when the TR switch is inserted in the line.
